ECLIPSES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1899. 

In  the  year  1899  there  will  be  five  eclipses,  three  of  the  sun,  and  two  of  the  moon. 

1;  partial  eclipse  of  the  sun,  January  11th,  visible  only  in  the  extreme  northwestern  part  of  North 
America  and  along  the  eastern  coast  of  Asia. 

2.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  sun,  J  une  8th,  visible  only  in  the  northern  part  of  Europe  and  in  the  Arctic  regions 

3.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  moon,  June  23d,  visible  in  the  western  portion  of  North  America,  in  Asia 
and  on  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

4.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  sun,  December  2d,  visible  only  in  the  Antarctic  regions. 

5 .  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  moon,  December  1 6th,  visible  generally  in  Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  in 
the  United  States  as  follows : 

Eclipse  begins  Dec.  16th,  6  h.  45  min.  evening.  Middle  of  eclipse  Dec.  16th,  8  h.  26  min.  evening. 
Eclipse  ends  Dec.  16th,  10  h.  7  min.  evening.  Magnitude  of  eclipse=0.996  (moon’s  diameters  1.0).

General  John  Watts  DePeyster. 

General  John  Watts  de  Peyster,  of  Tivoli, 
Duchess  county,  N.  Y.,  was  born  in  New  York 
city  on  the  9th  of  March,  1821,  and  is  the  de¬ 
scendant  in  the  seventh  generation  of  the  Jo- 
hannis  de  Peyster,  who  came  to  New  Amsterdam 
in  or  before  1645.  llis  mother  was  “the  lovely 
and  intellectual  Mary  Justina  Watts,”  whose 
great-grandfather,  Robert  Watt,  of  Rose  Hill, 
near  Edinburgh, 
came  to  New  Am¬ 
sterdam  about  the 
close  of  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century.  His 
family  is  by  mar¬ 
riage  variously  com 
nected  with  the  de 
Lanceys,  Coldens, 

Livingstones,  Beek- 
mans,  Schuylers, 
and  Van  Cort- 
landts,  who  figure 
so  prominently  in 
the  colonial  and 
past  colonial  his¬ 
tory  of  New  York. 

Although  he  pos¬ 
sesses  great  wealth 
and  has  always  en¬ 
joyed  the  excep¬ 
tional  advantages 
of  high  social  posi¬ 
tion,  General  de 
Peyster  is  a  man  of 
incessant  labors, 
lie  has  devoted 
much  time  and 
study  to  military 
matters  and  for  his 
able  reports  of  his  investigations  in  this  field  of 
study,  as  well  as  for  his  various  original  articles 
and  his  translations  of  celebrated  treatises  on 
military  science,  he  was  made  Brevet-Maj.  Gen., 
S.  N.  Y.,  by  concurrent  resolution  of  the  two 
houses  of  the  Legislature  of  that  State — an  hon¬ 
or  never  conferred  on  any  one,  before  nor  since.

But  he  will  be  more  extensively  known,  re¬ 
membered  and  honored  for  his  generous  disposi¬ 
tion  and  his  many  benevolent  deeds,  than  for  hia 
military  writings.  Years  ago  he  resolved  to 
give  of  his  wealth  freely  to  such  causes  or  insti¬ 
tutions  as  he  might  consider  worthy  of  his  as¬ 
sistance.  A  church  to  the  village  of  Madalin, 
N.  Y. ;  a  memorial  rectory,  a  parish  school,  and 
other  gifts  to  the  Episcopal  church  at  Altoona, 
Pa.;  a  farm  to  the  Brothers  of  Nazareth,  and  a 

Home  for  Con¬ 
sumptives,  both  at 
Union  Vale,  N.  Y.; 
a  Home  for  Home¬ 
less  Girls,  at  Mad¬ 
alin,  N.  Y.,  and  a 
large  and  costly  an¬ 
nex  to  the  Leake 
and  Watts’  Orphan 
Asylum  a  t  Yon¬ 
kers,  N.  Y.,  are 
some  of  his  many 
gifts.  He  has 
also  erected 
bronze  statues  to 
the  memory  of  sev¬ 
eral  of  his  ances¬ 
tors,  each  of  which 
is  a  costly  and  no¬ 
ble  work  of  art.  But 
he  has  conferred 
upon  Franklin  and 
Marshall  college  the 
unique  honor  of  a 
monument  to  the 
memory  of  his 
grandfather  John 
Watt,  and  his  fath¬ 
er,  Fred’k  de  Pey¬ 
ster,  in  the  shape  of 
the  beautiful  and  well-designed  library  building 
which  now  adorns  its  campus,  and  which,  to  use 
his  own  words,  was  erected  in  order  to  per¬ 
petuate  “the  good  they  did  and  taught  him.” 

The  above  cut  represents  General  de  Peyster, 
and  those  who  know  him  personally  can  testify 
that  in  a  wonderful  way  it  is  a  good  likeness.

THE  WATTS  DE  PEYSTER  LIBRARY,  LANCASTER,  PA, 


The  Watts  de  Peyster  Library  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  is  built  of  pressed  brick 
and  Vermont  marble,  and  consists  of  a  main 
building  three  stories  in  height,  from  each  of 
three  of  the  sides  of  which  extends  a  wing  de¬ 
signed  for  the  accommodation  of  books.  The 
fourth,  or  east  side,  affords  an  entrance  to  the 
main  building.  This  entrance  consists  of  a 
flight  of  marble  steps  beneath  a  marble  arch, 
which  supports  a  beautiful  recessed  balcony  to 
the  second  story.  As  one  mounts  the  steps,  he 
finds  on  his  left  hand  a  massive  stone  tablet  let 
into  the  wall  and  bearing  this  inscription :  “This 
Library  is  erected  to  the  memory  of  J ohn  W atts, 
vir  humanitatis ,  and  of  Frederick  de  Peyster, 
vir  aequanimitatis ,  by  a  grandson  and  son  who, 
bearing  both  names,  seeks  to  perpetuate  the 
good  they  did  and  taught  him.”  The  building 
is  heated  with  steam,  and  is  practically  fire 
proof.  Excepting  the  side  walls  in  the  main 


building  there  is  no  plastering, — the  ceilings  be¬ 
ing  of  pressed  steel  and  the  brickwork  in  the 
wings  being  left  exposed.  The  ceilings  are  paint¬ 
ed  a  delicate  blue,  and  the  brickwork  in  the  side 
walls  of  the  stack-rooms  a  pale  straw  color.  The 
woodwork  is  all  of  ash,  or  oak,  dressed  to  a 
natural  finish. 

Altogether  the  Watts  de  Peyster  Library  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  well-designed  li¬ 
brary  buildings  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  friends  of  the  college  have  much  reason  to 
be  grateful  to  General  de  Peyster  for  his  noble 
gift  and  it  is  not  unnatural  to  hope  that  among 
them  some  may  be  found  who  will  freely  con¬ 
tribute  funds  for  its  endowment.  For  the  li¬ 
brary  needs  a  constant  supply  of  money  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  in  order  that  it  may  become 
what  it  should  be, — the  centre  of  our  education¬ 
al  work  at  Lancaster,  and  the  point  of  contact 
with  the  world  of  learning  abroad.

Henry  Bullinger. 

Henry  Bullinger  was  born  at  Bremgarten, 
Switzerland,  July  18, 

1504,  and  died  at  Zur¬ 
ich,  Sept.  IT,  1575.  As 
Zwingli’s  successor  as 
chief  pastor  of  the 
church  of  Zurich,  he  di¬ 
rected  its  affairs  with 
remarkable  wisdom,  and 
was,  for  many  years,  re¬ 
garded  as  the  patriarch 
of  the  whole  Reformed 
Church.  He  adopted 
Zwingli’s  children,  and 
provided  for  his  widow 
as  long  as  she  lived.  It 
was  mainly  through 
his  influence  that  the 
immediate  followers  of 
Calvin  united  with 
those  of  Zwingli,  in 
1549;  and  during  the 
preparation  of  the  Hei¬ 
delberg  Catechism,  the 
Elector,  F  r  e  d  e  r  i  c  k, 
sought  his  advice  on 
every  important  occa¬ 
sion.  He  showed  great  HENRY 

kindness  to  the  English 

refugees,  and  a  goblet  is  said  to  be  still  in  exist¬ 
ence  which  bears  the  following  inscription: 
“The  Church  of  Zurich  received  the  exiles  of 
England  during  the  reign  of  Mary.  Elizabeth 
acknowledges  this  with  thanks,  and  reverently 
presents  this  goblet  to  Bullinger.” 


During  the  year  past  eleven  missions  passed 
off  the  roll  of  the  Board,  while  four  were  added 
by  division  of  fields,  etc.,  so  that  on  April  1,  ’98, 
there  were  eighty-nine  missions  under  the  care 
of  the  Board.  One  was  added  since,  so  that 
there  now  are  ninety.  During  the  year  the 
debt  was  reduced  to  $9,000.  The  pay-roll  of 
the  Board  now  amounts  to  about  $40,000. 
About  $10,000  were  paid  by  the  Church  to  the 
extension  work.  One  new  Hungarian  field  was 
added  during  the  year, — that  of  South  Chicago. 

The  missions  are 
prosperous  and  the 
general  work  is  en¬ 
couraging.  During 
the  year  ending  Mar. 
31,  1898,  the  Church 
paid  nearly  $50,000 
to  home  missions — 
the  largest  sum  in 
her  history.  The 
Church  Extension 
Department  is  doing 
a  noble  work.  The 
people  have  been  lib¬ 
eral  toward  this  de¬ 
partment  and  quite  a 
number  of  $500  ex¬ 
tension  funds  have 
been  received. 


BULLINGER. 


In  1845  the  receipts 
for  home  missions  in 
the  Reformed  Church 
were  only  $1500;  now 
the  Home  board  re¬ 
ceives  annually  about 
$46,000. 


The  question  of  planting  a  new  mission  in 
China  is  receiving  awakened  attention  through¬ 
out  our  Reformed  Church.  And  although  the 
means  are  not  yet  available,  one-third  of  the 
classes  at  their  last  annual  meetings  pro^ 
nounced  in  favor  of  such  a  forward  step.

The  Great  Elector. 


Home  Missions  in  1899. 


Frederick  William,  elector  of  Brandenburg, 
usually  styled  the  Great  Elector,  was 
born  in  1620  and  died 
in  1688.  lie  was  the 
real  founder  of  the 
Prussian  monarchy 
and  is  regarded  as  a 
national  hero.  lie  was 
earnestly  attached  to 
the  Beformed  faith, 
and  when  Louis  XIV. 
revoked  the  edict  of 
Nantes  he  immediate¬ 
ly  invited  the  perse¬ 
cuted  Huguenots  to 
settle  in  his  domin¬ 
ions.  Ilis  wife,  Loui¬ 
sa  Henrietta  was  the 
author  of  several  beau¬ 
tiful  hymns,  and  one 
of  the  noblest  charac¬ 
ters  in  the  history  of 
the  Beformed  Church.

This  is  necessary  if  we 
wish  to  do  City  work, 
in  an  efficient  way,  as 
we  should. 

(3)  To  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the 
Church  the  impor¬ 
tance  and  scope  of  the 
work  by  more  efficient 
field  service  and  by 
persistently  pressing 
upon  the  mind  of  the 
Church  the  need  of 
sustaining  this  work 
which  lies  at  the  basis 
of  all  church  expan¬ 
sion  and  true  progress. 

(4)  To  lay  plans  for  more  efficient  work  in 
the  large  cities  and  growing  towns.  The  cen¬ 
ters  of  population  are  the  fruitful  points  for 
larger  missionary  operations.

It  is  just  about  thirty 
years  since  Frederick 
William,  Crown  Prince 
of  Prussia,  visited  the 
Holy  Land.  At  that 
time  the  Sultan  of  Tur¬ 
key  presented  him  with 
a  parcel  of  ground  in 
Jerusalem  which  was 
occupied  by  the  Crusad¬ 
ers  when  they  were  in 
possession  of  the  Holy 
City,  and  on  which  were 
the  ruins  of  the  former 
hospice  of  the  Knights  of  St.  John  and  also  of 
the  church  in  connection  with  it.  When  “Our 
Fritz,”  as  he  was  then  known,  entered  the  city 
by  the  way  of  the  old  pilgrim  road  from  Jaffa 
he  took  public  and  solemn  possession  of  the 
ruins.  He  then  promised  that  a  new  Evangeli¬ 
cal  church  should  be  erected  on  the  sacred 
grounds.  The  Prince  fully  intended  to  carry 
out  the  project,  and  plans  were  made  at  Berlin 
for  the  new  edifice ;  but  the  Franco-Prussian 
war  intervened  and  the  project  was  postponed 
for  the  time.  The  suffering  and  death  of  this 
much  beloved  prince  soon  after  he  became  Em¬ 
peror  Frederick  III.  are  fresh  in  the  minds  of 
our  readers.  His  son,  the  present  Emperor  of 
Germany,  has  made  good  the  promise  of  his 
father.  By  his  personal  influence  and  energy 
he  overcame  all  obstacles  and  also  contributed

liberally  towards  its  erection.  When  the  exca¬ 
vations  were  made  it  was  found  that  the  founda¬ 
tions  of  the  old  Crusader  Church  which  were 
discovered,  and  the  new  plans,  exactly  fitted  each 
other.  The  corner-stone  of  the  new  church 
was  laid  in  ’93,  and  the  completed  church  was 
dedicated  in  the  latter  part  of  October,  ’98.  The 
new  church  belongs  to  the  Established  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church,  of  Germany,  which  was  consti¬ 
tuted  by  the  union  of  the  Reformed  and  Luth¬ 
eran  bodies.  It  is  also  well  known  that  both  the 
present  Emperor  and  his  fathers  before  him  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Reformed  faith.  This  new  church, 
accordingly,  must  be  of  interest  to  our  people.

Admiral  Coligni  and  the  Huguenots. 


On  the  former  page  is  found  a  picture  of  the 
memorial  erected  in  Paris  to  the  memory  of  the 
Great  Admiral,  as  he  was  called  by  the  French 
people — the  famous  Huguenot  leader  and  mar¬ 
tyr.  As  nobleman,  statesman,  father,  warrior, 
Protestant,  he  united  in  himself  all  the  virtues, 
talents  and  misfortunes  of  his  Reformed  fellow- 
Christians. 

He  was  born  Feb.  16,  1518.  Brought  to  court 
while  still  a  youth,  he  became  in  succession  lieu¬ 
tenant  of  the  French  army  (1547),  governor  of 
Paris  (1551),  and  finally  Admiral  (1552).  By 
the  last  title  he  is  known  in  history.  He  served 
with  success  under  Francis  I.  in  Italy.  After  a 
brave  defense  of  St.  Onentin,  in  1557,  he  was 
compelled  to  surrender,  and  was  taken  a  prison¬ 
er  to  the  Netherlands.  In  prison  he  read  the 
Bible  and  the  writings  of  the  reformers.  When 
he  returned  to  France  he  espoused  the  Reformed 
faith  and  became  the  most  prominent  leader  of 


the  Huguenots,  whose  history,  from  this  time 
on,  is  also  the  history  of  the  noble  Admiral. 

“Huguenots”  is  the  name  given  to  the  Reform¬ 
ed  party  in  France.  It  is  now  impossible  to 
discover  the  origin  of  this  celebrated  appella¬ 
tion.  The  most  probable  deriviation  is  from  a 
faulty  pronunciation  of  the  German  word : 
Eidgenossen  (Confederates)  under  which  name 
the  Reformed  party  at  Geneva  was  known. 

After  many  successful  battles  in  behalf  of  the 
Huguenots,  at  the  instigation  of  the  infamous 
queen  mother,  the  great  Admiral  was  struck 
down  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin.  The  chiefs  of 
the  Huguenots  were  invited  to  Paris  to  take 
part  in  the  marriage  celebration  of  Henry  of 
Navarre  and  Margaret,  the  sister  of  Charles  IX. 
In  the  night  of  St.  Bartholomew,  Aug.  24,  1572, 
the  signal  for  the  destruction  of  all  the  Hugue¬ 
nots  in  Paris  was  given.  Two  men  entered  the 
sick  room  of  the  Coligni,  addressed  him:  “Art 
thou  not  the  Admiral?”  “Young  man,”  replied 
Coligni,  “thou  comest  against  an  aged  and 
wounded  man.”  Thereupon  the  fiend  dealt  a 
deadly  blow  at  one  of  the  greatest,  noblest  and 
purest  men  of  all  times. 

In  1589,  the  Huguenot  leader,  Henry  IV.,  be¬ 
came  King  of  France.  Believing  that  he  could 
never  pacify  his  subjects  so  long  as  the  majority 
of  them  regarded  him  as  a  heretic,  he  concluded 
that  “Paris  was  worth  a  mass,”  and  on  July  25, 
the  only  Huguenot  who  ever  sat  upon  the  throne 
of  France,  abjured  Protestantism.  On  April  13, 
1598,  in  the  famous  Edict  of  Nantes,  Henry  se¬ 
cured  to  the  Huguenots  religious  liberty.  In 
the  spring  of  the  past  year  the  Reformed 
churches  of  France  and  other  lands,  America 
included,  have  fittingly  observed  the  tricenten¬ 
ary  of  this  famous  law.  On  Oct.  22,  1685, 
Louis  XIV.  revoked  the  edict,  thereby  driving 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  his  best  subjects  to 
Germany,  England,  Holland,  Switzerland  and 
America,  our  own  Reformed  church  receiving  a 
large  part  of  these  most  desirable  immigrants.

Louisa  Henrietta  of  Brandenburg. 

High  in  the  calendar  of  Reformed  saints 
stands  the  name  of  Louisa  Henrietta,  of  Bran¬ 
denburg.  She  was 
born  Nov.  17,  1627, 
at  the  Hague,  in  Hol¬ 
land,  and,  as  the  eld¬ 
est  daughter  of  Fred¬ 
erick  Henry,  of  Or¬ 
ange,  ,was  descend¬ 
ed  from  Admiral  Co- 
igny,  the  warrior 
statesman,  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Christians  of 
France,  and  of  Will¬ 
iam  of  Orange,  the 
Father  of  the  Dutch 
Republic.  Notwith¬ 
standing  her  princely 
birth  and  deep  inter¬ 
est  in  literary  pur¬ 
suits  Louisa  was  do¬ 
mestic  and  practical 
in  her  tastes  and  ef¬ 
forts  to  benefit  the 
common  people.  Af¬ 
ter  her  marriage,  at 
the  age  of  nineteen, 
to  the  “Great  Elec¬ 
tor,”  Frederick  Will¬ 
iam  of  Brandenburg, 
she  introduced  the 
cultivation  of  pota¬ 
toes  into  Germany 
and  brought  skilled 
agriculturists  from 
Holland  to  establish  model  farms. .  She  erected 
an  orphan  asylum,  which  still  flourishes  as  a  me¬ 
morial  of  gratitude  over  the  birth  of  a  son  in 


answer  to  fervent  prayer.  She  wrote  hymns  of 
superior  merit,  which  are  sung  wherever  the 
German  language  is  spoken.  One  of  these,  “ J e- 
sus  Heine  Zuversicht,”  is  sung  at  the  funeral 
of  every  member  of  the  royal  family  of  Prussia. 
Not  only  the  Kings  of  Prussia,  and  Emper¬ 
ors  of  Germany,  but  many  other  leading  sover¬ 
eigns  of  Europe  were  descended  from  this  gifted 
and  God-fearing  woman. 

Along  with  Amalia  Elizabeth,  Landgravine  of 
Hesse  Cassel,  another  Reformed  heroine  of  the 

House  of  Orange,  her 
husband  secured  by 
the  peace  of  West¬ 
phalia  religious  toler¬ 
ation  to  the  Reform¬ 
ed  throughout  Eu¬ 
rope.  After  many 
afflictions,  borne  with 
Christian  fortitude, 
Louisa  died  June  18, 
1667,  amid  a  raptur- 
s  vision  of  the 
heavenly  Jerusalem.

The  Birth  of  the  King. 

There  is  a  song  in  the  air,  there’s  a  star  in  the  sky, 
There’s  a  mother’s  deep  prayer  and  a  baby’s  low  cry; 
And  the  star  rains  its  fire  while  the  beautiful  sing, 
And  the  manger  of  Bethlehem  cradles  a  King. 

Jeanne  D'  Albret,  Queen  of  Navarre. 


Jeanne  D?  Albret  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
heroines  of  the  French 
Reformed  C  h  u  rc  h. 

She  was  the  Queen  of 
Navarre  —  a  small 
country  which  has 
since  been  absorbed 
by  France — and  her 
son,  Henry  of  Navar¬ 
re,  became  the  most 
celebrated  of  the  Hu¬ 
guenot  leaders. 

Queen  Jeanne  be¬ 
came  a  Protestant  in 
1561,  and  immediate¬ 
ly  issued  an  edict  in¬ 
troducing  the  Re¬ 
formed  religion.  In 
the  midst  of  war  she 
founded  schools  for 
the  education  of  Re¬ 
formed  ministers,  and 
invited  the  persecu¬ 
ted  Protestants  of 
France  to  seek  a  ref¬ 
uge  in  her  dominions. 

An  attempt  was  made 
to  take  away  her 
crown,  but  she  in¬ 
spired  her  people  to 
make  a  bold  defense, 
and  personally  per¬ 
formed  many  deeds 
of  heroism.  When  Catharine  de  Medicis  told 
her  that  she  ought  to  change  her  faith  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  crown  of  France  for  her 
son,  she  replied:  “If  at  this  very  moment  I 
held  my  son  and  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world 
in  my  hand,  I  would  rather  hurl  them  to  the 


bottom  of  the  sea  than  imperil  the  salvation  of 
my  soul.” 

After  more  than  three  hundred  years  Jeanne 
D’ Albret  is  still  known  in  France  as  “the  good 
Queen  of  Navarre.”  She  died  in  Paris  June  4, 
1572.  Her  last  words  were:  “I  believe  that 
Christ  is  my  only  Saviour  and  Mediator,  and  I 
expect  salvation  through  no  other.”

The  past  year  145 
little  ones  found  shel¬ 
ter  and  training  in 
this  Home.  One  girl, 
after  a  long  illness, 
entered  the  heavenly 
home.  Ten  of  the 
children  became  full 
members  of  the 
church  at  last  Easter. 
135  children  are  at 
present  in  the  Home. 
The  total  receipts 
during  the  year  were 
$13,251.41.  The  en¬ 
dowment  fund 
amounts  to  $6,427.50, 
and  76  shares  of 
Thomas  Iron  Co. 
stock.  The  capacity 
of  the  Home  is  140. 
There  are  constant¬ 
ly  pressing  appeals 
for  the  admission  of 
needy  children.  At 
Christmas  time  the 
churches  and  Sunday 
schools  are  asked  to 
make  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  fath¬ 
erless.  The  anniversary  is  always  the  occasion 
for  the  gathering  of  large  numbers  of  Reform¬ 
ed  people.  At  the  35th  anniversary  of  the  Home, 
held  on  August  25th,  1898,  there  were  oyer 
twelve  thousand  people  present.

Martin  Bucer  and  Peter  Martyr. 


The  Reformed  Church  of  the  Continent,  during 
the  Reformation,  had  a  marked  influence  upon 
the  church  of  England.  Cramner,  the  great  Eng¬ 
lish  churchman,  called  to  his  aid  a  number  of 
Reformed  theologians,  who  rendered  him  great 
assistance.  One  of  these,  of  whom  we  give  a  por¬ 
trait,  was  Martin  Bucer,  who  became  Professor 
of  Theology  at  Cambri  ge.  Here  he  continued  his 
literary  labors  and  was  soon  invited  by  Cramner 
to  assist  in  the  revision  of  the  English  Liturgy, 
w’hich  was  closely 
modeled  upon  the  Ro¬ 
man  Mass.  At  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Bucer  con¬ 
fession  to  the  priest, 
prayers  for  the  dead, 
exorcism,  ano  i  n  t  i  n  g 
with  oil,  and  the  use 
of  bright  colored  robes 
were  removed  from  the 
book  of  common  pray¬ 
er.  After  having  ren¬ 
dered  services  to  the 
English  church,  which 
should  not  be  forgot¬ 
ten,  he  died  Feb.  28, 

1551,  in  his  61st  year. 


Erasmus  called  him  “a  soul  without  a  stain." 
The  King  of  Poland  insisted  that  he  must  become 
a  Roman  Catholic  bishop,  but  he  refused  the  office 
and  made  a  public  profession  of  the  Reformed 
faith,  though  his  act  led  to  privation  ani  persecu¬ 
tion.  He  wrote  the  earliest  confession  of  faith  of 
the  Protestants  of  Holland,  and  may  be  regarded 
as  the  chief  founder  and  organizer  of  the  Reform¬ 
ed  churches  in  the  north  of  Europe.  In  1550  he  went 
to  England  to  become  superintendent  of  several 
churches,  w’hich  had  been  founded  in  London  by 
foreign  refugees;  but  after  the  accession  of  Queen 
Mary  he  fled  to  the 
continent  with  a  com¬ 
pany  of  adherents  who 
after  many  trials, 
found  a  refuge  in  Ger¬ 
many.  During  his  la¬ 
ter  years  'A  Lasco 
serve!  as  superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Reformed 
churches  of  Lesser  Po¬ 
land.

Ano  ther  co-laborer 
with  Cramner  in  his 
■work  of  reforming  the 
English  church  was 
Peter  Martyr,  who  had 
been  a  professor  at 
Zurich  and  Strassburg. 

We  were  unable  to  se¬ 
cure  a  portrait  of  this 
distinguished  theolo¬ 
gian  for  this  year’s  Al¬ 
manac,  but  his  labors 
were  gladly  acknowl¬ 
edged,  and  mention  is 
made  of  them  in  some 
of  the  early  editions  of 
the  Episcopal  book  of 
common  prayer.  He 
became  Professor  of  Theology  at  Oxford,  as  Bu¬ 
cer  w’as  at  Cambridge.  On  the  accession  of  Queen 
Mary,  he  returned  to  Strasburg,— then  to  Zurich 
— where  he  cied  in  1562.

John  ’A  Lasco — or  De  Lasky,  as  the  name  is  of¬ 
ten  written,— w>as  born  at  Warsaw,  Poland,  in 
1499;  and  died  at  Kriticic,  Jan.  13,  1560.  He  wras  a 
nobleman  and  the  nephew  of  the  archbishop  of 
Gnesen.  His  scholarship  was  remarkable  and

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NECROLOGY. 


REV.  SAMUEL  KUHN,  son  of  John^  and  Elizabeth  Kuhn,  was 
born  August  4,  1819,  in  Franklin  County,  Pa.,  and  died  October 
28,  1897,  aged  78  years,  2  months  and  14  days.  He  was  baptized 
in  infancy,  and  on  October  19,  1835,  was  confirmed  and  received 
into  the  Reformed  Church  by  Rev.  Frederick  A.  Rahawser.  The 
early  part  of  his  life  was  spent  on  the  farm.  He  was  married  to 
Eleanor  M.  Cunningham  on  March  22,  1843.  Five  sons  and  two 
daughters  were  born  to  them,  of  whom  two  daughters  and  one 
son,  together  with  the  mother,  preceded  him  to  eternity.  March 
13,  1877,  he  was  married  to  Margaret  Eckert,  by  Rev.  W.  H.  H. 
Snyder.  In  the  spring  of  1841  he  entered  Marshall  College  at 
Mercersburg,  Pa.  Because  of  the  lack  of  funds,  he  later  left 
school,  took  up  his  trade  of  cabinet-making,  and  studied  privately 
until  October  24,  1850,  when  he  was  licensed  by  Mercersburg 
Classis.  He  first  served  the  charge  at  New  Bloomfield,  Pa.,  from 
July  1,  1851,  to  December  19,  1862,  when  he  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Aaronsburg  charge.  He  remained  here  until  April  1,  1867,  when 
he  began  labors  in  the  Hummelstown  charge.  November  1,  1882, 
he  was  called  to  the  Berrysburg  charge,  and  on  August  21,  1890, 
took  the  pastorate  of  the  Liverford  charge.  In  the  spring  of 
1895,  he  retired  from  the  active  ministry,  and  took  up  his  residence 
at  Elizabeth ville,  Pa.,  where  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus. 

REV.  HENRY  F.  WITZEL  was  born  February  6,  1871,  in  Gerst- 
linger,  Germany,  and  died  November  4,  1897,  at  Hazleton,  Pa., 
aged  26  years,  8  months  and  28  days.  He  came  to  America  when 
twelve  years  of  age,  and  was  brought  up  at  Mahanoy  City,  Pa. 
He  was  baptized  in  infancy,  and  later  confirmed  by  Rev.  H.  A. 
Keyser,  D.D.  He  prepared  himself  for  the  ministry  at  Ursinus 
College  and  Seminary.  In  1896  he  took  his  first  and  only  charge 
at  Hazleton,  Pa.,  as  the  pastor  of  Grace  Reformed  Church.  On 
June  30,  1896,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Ida  Keyser,  of  Mahanoy 
City,  who,  with  a  son,  survives  him. 

REV.  A.  J.  G.  DUBBS,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Berks  County,  Pa., 
June  8,  1826,  and  died  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  on  November  7,  1897, 
aged  71  years  and  6  months.  He  was  baptized  in  infancy  by  a  Lu¬ 
theran  minister.  His  father  being  a  minister,  he  removed  with 
the  family  to  the  Allentown  charge,  where  his  boyhood  days  were 
spent.  In  1840  he  entered  college  at  Easton,  Pa.,  to  prepare  for  a 
life  of  business.  After  engaging  in  business  for  some  time  his 
health  failed,  and  deciding  to  return  to  school,  He  entered  Mar¬ 
shall  College  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  in  1845,  where  he  remained  until 
1849,  when  he  took  charge  of  a  select  school  for  young  men.  The 
question  presented  itself  to  him,  What  does  the  Lord  want  me  to 
do?  After  prayerful  consideration  he  felt  called  to  the  ministry, 
and  accordingly  in  1851  was  examined  and  licensed  by  the  East 
Pennsylvania  Classis,  and  received  a  call  to  preach  English  in  the 
Reformed  Church  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  serving  for  one  year,  when 
he  became  the  pastor  of  the  South  Whitehall  charge.  In  1857  he 
was  called  to  the  charge  composed  of  Trexlertown,  Millerstown, 
Upper  Milford,  and  Friedensville  congregations,  where  he  served 
faithfully  and  successfully  for  fourteen  years,  when  at  the  division 
of  the  charge,  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  first  three  named  con¬ 
gregations,  serving  them  until  1876.  Though  fifty  years  of  age,  at 
this  time,  he  took  charge  of  a  mission  at  Allentown  and  one  at 
Emmaus,  where  he  labored  diligently  for  sixteen  years,  with  a 
membership  of  twelve  hundred.  His  health  failed  him  and  he 
retired  from  the  active  service.  He  was  married  on  October  18, 
1853,  to  Maria  Schreiber,  who  died  January  23,  1894. 

REV.  C.  T.  HEIMBERGER  was  born  in  Germany  in  1819,  and 
died  November  19,  1897,  aged  79  years.  He  studied  theology  in 
his  youth,  but  not  until  late  in  life,  and  after  coming  to  this 
country,  did  he  enter  the  sacred  oflice  of  the  ministry.  At  the 
age  of  sixty-three  he  became  a  pastor  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and 

later  at  Milltown,  N.  J.,  preaching  in  all  seven  years,  when  he 

retired,  and  for  nine  years  lived  at  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  and  quite 

recently  in  New  York  City.  He  lies  buried  at  Allentown,  Pa. 

REV.  HENRY  W.  SUPER,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  born  in  Baltimore, 
Md.,  December  31,  1824,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Collegeville,  Pa., 
November  26,  1897,  aged  72  years,  10  months  and  25  days.  The 
youngest  of  seven  children,  he  was  was  baptized  in  infancy.  He 
attended  private  schools,  and  after  the  death  of  his  father,  1837, 
he  entered  a  counting-house.  He  was  a  faithful  employe  and  rose 
rapidly,  in  a  few  years  becoming  head  book-keeper  in  a  large  es¬ 
tablishment.  In  1840  he  united  with  the  First  Reformed  Church 
of  Baltimore.  Feeling  the  higher  calling,  he  in  the  fall  of  1844 
entered  Mercersburg  College,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1849  with 


the  first  honors  of  his  class.  He  studied  theology  for  one  year, 
then  for  lack  of  funds  he  went  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  taught  a 
school  for  five  months,  when  he  started  to  return  to  Mercersburg, 
stopping  on  the  way  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  where  Heidelberg  College  was 
just  beginning  its  work,  March,  1851.  While  there  he  attended 
the  sessions  of  Classis  and  was  examined  and  licensed  on  April 
27,  1851,  with  a  view  of  taking  the  Mt.  Pisgah  Reformed  Church, 
near  Tiffin.  During  the  time  that  classis  consumed  in  the  division 
of  the  charge  Mr.  Super  returned  to  Mercersburg,  and  completed 
the  course  in  the  fall  of  1851.  He  was  called  to  Waynesboro,  in 
Franklin  County,  Pa.,  beginning  his  pastorate  there  November 
22,  1851.  In  March,  1854,  he  resigned  because  of  ill  health,  but 
at  the  end  of  the  year  returned,  and  remained  pastor  until  April 
1,  1862,  when  he  took  the  Greensburg  charge.  He  resigned  here  in 
April,  1865,  and  returned  to  his  native  city  of  Baltimore.  He  re¬ 
ceived  a  call  as  Professor  of  Mathematics  in  the  Keystone  State 
Normal  School,  Kutztown,  Pa.,  where  he  remained  until  June, 
1870.  About  this  time  Ursinus  College  opened  its  doors,  and  Mr. 
Super  became  the  Professor  of  Church  History  and  Homiletics, 
which  position  he  occupied  for  twenty-two  years.  At  the  death 
of  President  J.  H.  A.  Bomberger,  D.D.,  he  was  elected  acting 
president,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  declined  to  serve  longer  in 
that  position,  and  also  resigned  his  professorship.  Heidelberg  The¬ 
ological  Seminary,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  offered  him  the  Chair  of  New 
Testament  Exegesis  and  Theology,  but  he  declined.  September  1, 
1892,  he  was  unanimously  elected  President  of  Ursinus  College, 
and  ably  filled  that  position  until  July  6,  1893,  when  he  resigned, 
after  forty-two  years  in  active  ministerial  and  educational  work. 
He  is  buried  at  Trappe,  Pa.  In  1878  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Sa¬ 
rah  H.  Detwiler,  of  Trappe,  Pa. 

REV.  JOHN  L.  BRETZ  was  born  in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  near 
Massillon,  June  27,  1852,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Millersburg,  In¬ 
diana,  November  30,  1897,  aged  45  years,  5  months  and  3  days. 
He  was  baptized  in  infancy,  and  later  confirmed  in  the  faith  of 
the  Reformed  Church.  He  was  a  farmer  boy,  assisting  his  father 
during  the  summer,  and  attending  the  district  school  in  the  win¬ 
ter,  until  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  he  went  for  one  year  to  the 
Smithville  Academy.  He  taught  a  term  of  school,  and  then  entered 
the  Heidelberg  College,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  graduating  in  1880.  He  took 
a  course  in  the  Seminary,  and  in  1882  was  licensed  and  ordained 
to  the  ministry,  having  as  his  first  field  of  labor  the  charge  at 
Bluffton,  Indiana.  In  August,  1886,  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate 
at  Canal  Fulton,  Ohio,  where  he  labored  successfully  until  June, 
1891,  when  he  accepted  a  call  to  Canal  Winchester,  Ohio.  He 
resigned  here  in  1895  to  enter  the  field  at  Millersburg,  Indiana, 
where  he  preached  his  last  sermon  October  31,  1897.  He  was 
married  on  September  3,  1884,  to  Miss  Maggie  S.  Bauman,  daughter 
of  Rev.  F.  C.  Bauman,  Maqueketa,  Iowa.  Seven  children  blessed 
the  union,  four  of  whom  preceded  the  father  in  death. 

REV.  ISAAC  MATZINGER  was  born  in  Ruedlingen,  Canton 
Schaafhausen,  Switzerland,  January  19,  1831,  and  died  in  Elk 
Rapids,  Mich.,  January  29,  1898,  aged  67  years  and  10  days.  He 
came  with  his  parents  to  this  country  when  twenty  years  old  and 
settled  in  Burlington,  Ohio.  His  preparations  for  the  ministry 
were  received  at  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  and 
he  served  the  following  charges:  Bascom,  Kenton,  and  Ashland,  in 
Ohio;  Auburn  and  Clay  City,  Indiana;  one  in  Minnesota;  Chicago, 
Illinois;  West  Bay  City,  and  Elk  Rapids,  in  Michigan.  He  was 
twice  married— March  27,  1859,  to  Miss  Ophelia  Ruetenik,  who  died 
while  he  was  pastor  at  Ashland,  Ohio.  His  second  wife  was  Miss 
Dorothea  Nass,  to  whom  he  was  married  November  30,  1875.  She 
remains  to  mourn  his  departure.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery 
at  Swanton,  Ohio. 

REV.  CLEMENT  Z.  WEISER,  D.D.,  was  born  October  29,  1830, 
at  Selinsgrove,  Pa.,  and  died  at  East  Greenville,  Pa.,  March  1, 
1898,  aged  67  years,  4  months  and  2  days.  He  was  the  son  of 
Rev’  Daniel  and  Caroline  Weiser.  He  graduated  from  Marshall  Col¬ 
lege  in  1850,  and  from  the  Seminary  in  1852.  For  several  years 
he  taught  German  in  that  institution.  He  was  ordained  to  the 
ministry  in  1855,  and  served  as  his  first  charge  Selinsgrove  and 
vicinity.  In  1862  he  was  called  as  assistant  pastor  to  his  father 
in  the  New  Goshenhoppen  charge,  and  in  November  of  the  year 
following  he  was  unanimously  elected  to  succeed  his  father  in  this 
charge.  Here  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  For  a  number 
of  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and 
for  a  time  its  president.  He  served  some  years  as  trustee  of 
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Franklin  and  Marshall  College.  He  was  much  of  a  literary  man, 
writing  for  the  several  church  papers,  as  well  as  the  author  of  a 
number  of  books.  Since  1874  he  was  a  member  of  the  Historical 
Society  of  Pennsylvania.  Perhaps  the  greatest  and  most  valuable 
work  of  Dr.  Weiser  was  the  part  he  took  in  the  celebrated  “Peace 
Measures”  in  the  Reformed  Church.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  in  May,  1878,  he  proposed  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  a  commission  to  “consider  and  solemnly  deliberate  over 
all  matters  of  controversy  in  the  Church,  with  a  view  of  devising 
a  plan  of  amicable  adjustment.”  The  proposition  was  accepted, 
and  it  proved  to  be  the  solution  to  the  problem  that  had  har- 
rassed  the  Church.  Dr.  Weiser  was  made  the  chairman  of  the 
commission,  and  it  formulated  the  “Peace  Compact,”  which  was 
heartily  adopted  by  the  people.  The  same  commission  also  pre¬ 
pared  the  Directory  of  Worship,  which  was  accepted  by  General 
Synod.  Dr.  W'eiser  was  married  in  1859  to  Louisa  C.  Gutelius  of 
Mifflinburg,  Pa. 

REV.  AUGUSTUS  KANNE  was  born  in  Detmold,  Germany,  and 
educated  for  the  ministry  in  the  Mission  House,  St.  Chrishona 
He  died  at  University  Place,  a  suburb  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  March 
20,  1898,  aged  55  years,  5  months  and  20  days.  In  1870  he  took 
charge  of  the  Church  at  Wabesha,  Minn.,  and  labored  there  seven 
years.  He  next  went  to  LaCrosse,  Wis.,  and  ministered  there 
five  years,  when  he  went  to  Han,  Iowa,  remaining  there  ten  years 
He  was  then  commissioned  by  the  German  Board  of  Missions  to 
Lincoln,  Neb.,  where  he  labored  for  six  years  prior  to  his  death 
He  was  twice  married— first  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Danuser,  of  Switz¬ 
erland.  She  died  July  6,  1895,  and  on  September  10,  1896,  he  was 
married  to  Miss  Catherine  Danuser,  a  sister  to  his  former  wife. 
He  was  a  valuable  man  to  the  German  portion  of  our  Church  in 
the  west. 

REV.  DANIEL  SCROTH  was  born  July  13,  1834,  in  Wurtem- 
berg,  Germany,  and  died  in  Helvetia,  W.  Va.,  March  21  1898 
aged  63  years,  8  months  and  8  days.  He  came  to  America  in  May’ 
1854,  and  worked  on  a  farm  until  1866,  when  he  felt  called  to  the 
ministry,  and  entered  the  Mission  House  at  Franklin,  Wis.  After 
three  years  of  diligent  study  he  was  examined  and  licensed,  and 
began  the  Master’s  work  at  Marion,  Ohio.  On  January  16,  1872,  he 
was  married  to  Dorothea  Fisher.  She  passed  into  glory  in  October 
of  the  same  year.  A  year  later  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Nill 
In  his  last  days  he  suffered  great  afiliction. 

REV.  JACOB  O.  MILLER,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Woodstock  Va 
December  30,  1822,  and  died  at  his  home  in  York,  Pa.,  April  18* 
1898,  aged  75  years,  3  months  and  18  days.  His  boyhood  was  spent 
in  Reading,  Pa.  He  later  taught  school  and  prepared  himself 
for  college.  In  1845  he  entered  Marshall  College,  Mercersburg, 
Pa.,  and  graduated  with  honor  in  1848.  He  took  the  theological 
course  in  the  Seminary  at  the  same  place,  graduating  in  1850. 
On  October  13th  of  the  same  year  he  was  ordained  to  the  min¬ 
istry  at  Martinsburg,  Va.  His  first  charge  was  at  Winchester, 
Va.,  as  a  missionary,  serving  until  January  1,  1853,  when  he  re¬ 
ceived  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  First  Reformed  Church  (now 
Trinity),  York,  Pa.,  where  he  faithfully  served  his  Lord  till  death 
—forty-five  years.  He  was  a  trustee  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  for  more  than  twenty-five  years,  and  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  He  was  President 
of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  from  1871  to  1873,  and  also  in 
1893  was  president  of  the  General  Synod.  He  was  chaplain  of  the 
York  City  Fire  Department  over  twenty-five  years.  He  leaves 
a  wife  and  three  children. 

REV.  LAWRENCE  D.  LEBERMAN  was  born  in  Germany  and 
came  to  America  when  quite  young.  He  studied  for  the  ministry 
in  Pennsylvania  College  (Lutheran),  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  was  or¬ 
dained  by  the  Goshenhoppen  Classis  in  1846.  His  first  charge  con¬ 
sisted  of  five  congregations— Amity,  Baumstown,  Hubers,  Brown- 
backs,  and  one  other.  In  1848  he  was  called  to  a  charge  in  West¬ 
moreland  County,  Pa.,  which  had  nine  congregations.  In  1856  he 
became  the  pastor  of  the  Petersburg  charge,  and  in  1858  of  the 
Mercer  charge.  He  was  called  to  Meadville  in  1860,  where  he 
resigned  in  1866  and  for  several  years  was  without  a  charge, 
serving  as  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions.  In  1869  he  became  pastor  of  the  Leesport  charge,  but  re¬ 
signed  in  1870  and  assumed  the  pastorate  of  the  Pottstown  charge. 
This  was  his  last  field.  He  resigned  in  1882  and  engaged  in 
secular  business  in  Pottstown,  and  preached  as  opportunity  af¬ 
forded.  About  fifteen  years  ago  he  removed  to  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
engaging  in  business.  He  died  April  28,  1898,  aged  77  years,  10 
months  and  5  days.  He  was  twice  married — first  to  Louisa  Ben- 
ford,  who  died  some  thirty  years  ago.  His  second  wife  was 


Catherine  Francis,  who  survives  him.  He  is  buried  at  Read¬ 
ing,  Pa. 

REV.  FRANK  FERENCZI  who  was  the  faithful  pastor  of  the 
Hungarian  Mission  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  died  on  Friday,  June  10, 
1898,  aged  45  years.  He  had  devoted  much  time  and  hard  work 
to  this  field,  and  dearly  loved  his  congregation,  which  was  evinced 
by  the  fact  that  he  left  all  his  possessions — several  hundred  dollars 
in  a  building  association  and  $1,000  insurance  on  his  life — to  his 
people. 

REV.  J.  G.  FETZER  was  born  in  Manneburg,  Wurtemberg,  Ger¬ 
many,  January  6,  1854,  and  died  on  his  farm,  near  Wirth,  Ar¬ 
kansas,  on  June  18,  1896,  aged  44  years,  5  months  and  12  days.  In 
his  native  land  he  attended  the  public  schools;  afterwards  he 
learned  the  trade  of  stonemason.  He  prepared  for  the  ministry 
in  the  Mission  House  at  Basel,  Germany.  In  1879  he  came  to  this 
country,  locating  at  Wyandotte,  Mich.,  where  he  served  a  con¬ 
gregation  for  five  years.  Later  he  served  three  congregations  in 
Ohio  and  one  at  Oshkosh,  Wis.  He  was  appointed  visiting  min¬ 
ister,  locating  for  a  year  and  three  months  at  Schleisingerville, 
Wis.  He  withdrew  from  the  Evangelical  Syned  of  North  America 
and  went  to  Wyandotte,  Mich,  for  a  short  time,  then  to  Russell¬ 
ville,  Ky.,  and  after  three  months  (1890),  to  Wirth,  Ark.,  establish¬ 
ed  a  congregation  and  served  two  others  in  Missouri.  He  was 
married  in  1880  to  Miss  Amelia  Ruetz,  of  Wyandotte,  Mich.,  who 
with  seven  children  survives  him. 

REV.  JOHN  C.  KLAR  was  born  October  25,  1823,  at  Eckharts- 
born,  Kreis  Nidda,  Hessen-Darmstadt,  Germany,  and  died  on  his 
farm,  near  Navarre,  Ohio,  July  16,  1898,  aged  74  years,  9  months 
and  11  days.  He  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  at  the  age 
of  thirteen,  and  resided  in  Baltimore,  Md.  He  attended  public 
school,  then  took  a  course  in  Mercersburg  College,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1850.  He  prepared  for  the  ministry  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  was  ordained  at  a  meeting  of  classis 
at  Wooster,  Ohio,  in  1852.  He  was  in  the  active  ministry  thirty- 
five  years,  serving  seven  different  charges,  and  supplying  various 
fields,  until  1887,  when  health  failed  him,  and  he  retired  to  his 
farm.  He  was  married  October  22,  1854,  to  Catherine  Krouse. 

REV.  THOMAS  GILMORE  APPLE,  D.D.,  LL.  D.,  was  born  in 
Easton,  Pa.,  November  14,  1829,  and  died  at  his  home,  on  the 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College  grounds,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  Sep¬ 
tember  17,  1898,  aged  nearly  69  years.  In  his  early  boyhood  he 
worked  in  his  father’s  mill.  He  obtained  his  education  at  Easton 
and  Mercersburg,  graduating  from  Marshall  College  in  1850.  He 
was  valedictorian  of  his  class.  After  graduation  he  taught  in  the 
Female  Seminary,  under  Rev.  J.  R.  Koolsen,  at  Norristown,  Pa. 
He  studied  theology  during  his  college  course  and  afterwards  pri¬ 
vately.  He  assumed  charge  of  an  academy  in  Easton  in  1852,  and 
at  the  same  time  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  congregation  at 
Reigelsville,  and  also  of  the  Lower  Mt.  Bethel  congregation,  about 
eight  miles  from  Easton.  In  the  winter  of  1855-56  he  became 
pastor  of  the  Second  Church,  Greensburg,  Pa.  After  fifteen 
months  of  service  he  labored  a  short  time  at  Mechanicsburg,  Pa., 
then  served  at  Greencastle,  Pa.,  from  1858  to  1865,  when  he  be¬ 
came  President  of  Mercersburg  College,  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  and 
in  1871  he  was  elected  Professor  of  Church  History  and  New 
Testament  Exegesis  in  the  Theological  Seminary  just  removed 
from  Mercersburg  to  Lancaster,  Pa.  In  1877  he  was  elected  Pres¬ 
ident  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  retaining  his  Professor¬ 
ship  in  the  Seminary,  till  1889,  when  he  resigned  the  Presidency 
but  continued  his  position  as  professor  in  the  Seminary.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  title  of  A.B.  and  of  A.M.  in  course,  from  his  alma 
mater,  and  from  Lafayette  College  the  degrees  of  Ph.D.  and 
LL.D.  In  1867  he  succeeded  Dr.  Harbaugh  as  editor  of  the 
“Mercersburg  Quarterly  Review.”  Dr.  Apple  served  his  Church 
in  various  capacities.  He  attended  every  meeting  of  General 
Synod  from  its  inception  in  1863  to  the  present  time,  except  two, 
and  was  President  of  the  Synod  at  Reading,  Pa.,  in  1893.  He  was 
a  delegate  to  the  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches  at  Belfast, 
Ireland,  in  1884,  and  read  a  paper  before  the  Alliance  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  in  1880,  and  attended  the  meeting  of  the  same  body  in 
London  in  1888.  His  writings  were  frequently  found  in  “The  Mes¬ 
senger,”  “Christian  World”  and  “Quarterly  Review.”  He  was 
chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  contemplated  union  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Peace  Commission 
and  of  the  liturgical  commission.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Emma 
Matilda  Miller,  of  Easton,  Pa.,  in  1851,  who  with  eight  children 
and  two  brothers  survives  him.  He  is  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Lancaster,  Pa.
